Some time ago the local members 
of the fraternity who were either 
connected with Monrovia, Pasadena, 
Los Angeles or lodges “back east” 
conceived the idea of organizing a 
lodge in Sierra Madre. Arrangements 
were made with the Woman’s Club 
House Association and by mutual 
planning a commodious lodge room 
with the necessary ante-rooms, 
cloak-room and lobby were arranged 
for. These rooms are being tasteful¬ 
ly furnished with the proper para¬ 
phernalia of a Masonic lodge, and last 
week the dispensation from the 
Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted 
Masons of the State of California ap¬ 
pointing ohn W. Hanselman as wor¬ 
shipful master, M. Herbert Bridle as 
senior warden, and William J. Law¬ 
less as junior warden, was received. 
Worshipful Master J. W. Hanselman 
has appointed Bros. H. G. Flint to be 
treasurer, S. H. Sa afford secretary, 
Capt. J. A. Osgood chaplain, Wm. E. 
Deutsch senior deacon, M. D. Welsher 
junior deacon. Geo. H. Letteau sen¬ 
ior steward, W. E. Beclitelheimer 
junior steward, T. D. Veon mar¬ 
shal and J. E. Bederman tyler. 

In addition to the above mentioned 
the following brothers signed the 
application for a dispensation: J. H. 
Nightingale, C. F. Gray, S. D. Ad¬ 
kins, P. C. Staples, Emil Deutsch, L. 
C. Torrance, S. T. DePencier. Sev¬ 
eral applications to be initiated, 
passed and raised to the sublimt de¬ 
gree of Master Mason have already 
been made to the lodge, accompanied 
with the requisite initiation fee of 
fifty dollars, which is the regular fee

He was a graduate of 
Albion College, Michigan, where he 
was a member of the Alpha Tan 
Omega fraternity. Since finishing 
college he had been engaged in news¬ 
paper work and had been very suc¬ 
cessful in building up a large job 
printing business. He possessed an 
open hearted, lovable character, and 
his ideals w r ere of the highest. It was 
his habit to speak as freely of the 
things of the spiritual life as of busi¬ 
ness. It was his chief ambition to 
be of service to others, especially to 
young men.

THE SUPREME COURT GETTING 
BEHIND 

The annual report of Mr. Wicker- 
sham, the attorney general of the 
United States, which was sent to con¬ 
gress the other day, show's a rather 
unfortunate condition of supreme 
court affairs. Deeper and deeper, 
during the last decade, the court has 
been getting into the bog of unde¬ 
cided cases. The statistics are the 
demonstration of the truth of this as¬ 
sertion. At the close of the 1899 
term 303 cases remained undisposed 
of on the calendar. By the close of 


the 1906 term this number had in¬ 
creased to 343, or more than 13 per 
cent; in 1907 the number had in¬ 
creased to 421, or 39 per cent, while 
a year later the number was 478, an 
increase of nearly 58 per cent in nine 
years. This is an average annual in¬ 
crease of 6 Vz per cent, and the ques¬ 
tion how long it will take the court 
to become so bogged that it will find 


it difficult to progress at all naturally 
arises. The situation suggests, too, 
that it might be better to appoint to 
the justiceships, as they become va¬ 
cant, comparatively young men, with 
the vigor to surmount obstacles, 
rather than men who, like Judge Lur- 
ton, have attained the age and the 
resting tendency that come with 65 
years.

He is mistaken, hue fact 
that Gillett is governor of California, 
and that there are associated with 
him Representatives McKinlay and 
McLachlan, warrants a lively public 
interest in the transaction. The pub¬ 
lic would like to know, and has a 
right to the knowledge, how these 
persons became interested in the 
Alaska coal lands deal, w r ho the orig¬ 
inal entrymen were, whether they 
were financed by these gentlemen oi 
any of them, whether these gentle¬ 
men or any of them, or any of their 
associates, “grub-staked” or other¬ 
wise assisted the entrymen to make 
tueir entries of these lands and to se¬ 
cure patents on them. Governor 
Gillett is no stranger to the methods 
employed in securing timber lands, 
oil lands and coal lands from the gov¬ 
ernment with nothing more than a 
technical compliance with the law. 
He has seen it done all around Hum¬ 
boldt bay. This is not saying that 
there is a thing in the world irregu¬ 
lar in the proceedings by which he 
and his associates have acquired 
2,500 acres of coal lands, but only 
that the methods of acquiring them 
is a public and not a purely personal 
affair. “How did they come by it?” 
is a query that, in every such case, 
should receive the most explicit aus- 
w'er, with the burden of proof upon 
the purchaser. The law is bad 
enough at its best and its purpose 
has been to reduce to private exploi¬ 
tation a great public heritage, and, in 
its application, that law r should be 
construed with the utmost strictness 
until it can be repealed.
